S.B.O. 366. — The following byo-laws for regulating the registration of births, 
deaths and marriages and tho taking of oonsus in the Ferozcpore Cantonment, made 
by tho Cantonment Board, Ferozcpore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(i) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (IT of 1924), and in 
supersession of tho notification of ihe Government of the Punjab in tho Home 
Department (INlilitary) No, 13781, dated the 21st April 1932, are hereby published 
for general information, the same having been previously published approved and 
confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-seotion (1) of section 
284 of the- said act, namely 


Bye-laws 

1. AU births, deaths and marriages which take place within tho limits of tho 
Cantonment and are reported in comphanco with these bye-laws shall bo registered 
at the registration office of tho Cantonment Board situated at Head Octroi Office. 

2. The Executive Officer shall maintain or oauso to be maintained by puch 
official or officials as may be appointed by him for tho purpose, separate registers 
for tho registration of births, deaths and marriages. 

Provided that in the case of foreigners on additional register for births and 
deaths shall bo mamlainod. 

3. The following particulars regarding every birth (which term shall include 
that of a stiU born child) shall be reported and entered in the register of births : — 

(а) The date of the report ; 

(б) The date of the birth ; 

(c) The name of the child (if any) ; 

(d) Tho sex of tho child ; 

(e) The name of the father ; 

(/) The caste or religion of the father ; 

(p) The plao* of residence of the father ; 
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(fc) The occupation or profeaaion flf, the father ; 

(i) The name of the person making ,i^he report ; , 

(j) Age of the mother ; 

(Jfc) Order of live birtha ; 

(J) The name of the midwife, if any, who attended the mother at the tima 
of delivery. 

Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child, a note to that effect shall ha 
made in the register and if the name of the father of such child is not known or ia 
in dispute, the name, caste or religion and the place of residence of the, mother 
th«.11 be entered instead of such particulars in respect of the father. 

4. The following particijlars regarding every deajth shall be reported and rai- 
tered in the register of deaths ;-^ 

(a) The date of the rqmrt ; 

(6) The date of death ; 

(c) The name of the deceased ; 

(d) The name of the father or if the deceased was a married woman, of tha 

husband of the deceased ; 

(e) The sex of the deceased ; 

(/) The age of the deceased 

(g) The caste or religion of the deceased ; 

(h) The place of residence of the deceased ; 

(t) The occupation or profession of thndepeased ; 

{j) The cause of death (disease, injury, old age, etc.) ; 

(fc) The name of the person making the report. 

6. The foUowmg particulars regarding every marriage shall be reported and 
entered in the register of marriages ; — 

(rt) The date and place of the marriage ; 

(b) The maiden name in full of the wife ; 

(c) The name of the husband ; 

(d) The name of the father of the husband ; 

(c) The caste or religion of the husband ; 

(/) Tha place of residence of the husband ; 

{g) The occupation or profession of the husband ; 

(h) The caste or religion of the wife ; 

(i) The place of residence of the wife ; 

(j) The name of the person making the report. 

6. (1) Any person reporting a birth, death or marriage shall attest with his 
signature or thumb mark the entry made in the register. 

(2) Should the report bo made in writing the entry in the register shall bs 
signed by the registrar, 

7. The head of the family or the manager for the time being of every house- 
hold in which any birth, death or marnage occurs shall within 48 hours after the 
event report the same to the Executive Of&oer together with the partioulars re- 
quired by bye-law 3, 4 or 6, as the ease may be, 

8. Every Military or Civil Medical Officer of Governmanand every private 
liedioal Practitioner shall report to the Executive Officer, within forty eight hours 
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the event, the occurrenoe of every birth or death within the Gahtohment of 
tthiob "he may become cognizant in the exercise of his profeBAidfi. 

9. The OflBoer-in-Charge of every dispensary, hospital, Jail or other similar 
insJlitution , situated within Cantonment limits shall report to the Exoeutite Officer 
within forty eight hours after the event, the occurrence of every birtb or death 
within the institution of which he is inohargC. 

10. The head, manager or the person incharge of every club, hotel, orphanage, 

boarding house, mosque, temple or any other such eatabliehment situatt^ within 
the Cantonment limits shall report to the Executive Officer, within the forty eiglit 
hours after the event, the occurrenoe of' every birth, death or marriage im any of 
the aforesaid places under his control. . i . . ‘ 

11. If a dead body is found exposed or in suspicious circumstances within the 
Caiitonment limits, the Offioer-in-Chargo of the pohoe Station within whose juris- 
diction such body is found shall report the fact to the Executive Officer within 
forty eight hours of his becoming aware of it, and shall send'b'writberr statemoni 
of the circumstances in which death would appear to have been -• caused trigethW'-' 
■with a certificate of a Medical Officer explanatory of the oaube- bf detath'.' ' 

12. On receipt of any such report as is mentioned in the foregoing bye-laws, 
■the Executive Officer shall either him self or through any person authorised by 
him in this behalf, register free of charge the birth, death or marriage in the 
appropriate register maintained for the purpose. 

13. Any ^rson may inspect a register of .bii-th, death or marriages on pay-’ 
ment of a fee of dne rupee. 

14. Any person applying for a certified copy of an entry in the birth, death or 
marriage register shall be furnished with such copy, signed by the Executive Officer 

^ and sealed 'with the seal of the Cantonment Board, on payment of suoh'fee as may 
be prescribed by the Cantonment Board, in this behal/ ^ 

15. No pemon shall wilfully destroy, alter, or mutilate or cause to be destroyed' 

al'tered or mutilated, any register of births, deaths or marriages or shall w imill y 
insert, or cause to be inserted, in any such register or certified copy thereof, any 
false entry vrith regard to any birth, death or marriage and no person entrusted 
with the maintenance of any such register shall, without reasonable caUse, refuse 
w Omit to enter in the appropriate register anv birth, death nr marriagfi reported 
to him. " 


10 (1) Any clerical error which may, at any time bo discovered in any regis. 
ter of iurths, deaths or marriages may be corrected by the Executive Officer, 

(2) An error of fact or substance in any register of births, deaths or marriages 
mil^ be corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in the margin, without any 
alteration of the orjgmal entry, upon production by the person requiring such correc* 
tion ot a declaration on oath or solemn affirmation setting forth the natitre of the 
error and the true facts of the case, made before a First Class Ma.gistrate by the 
person required to give mformation concerning the birth, death or marriage with 
reference to which the error has been made or in default of such person by two 
eredible persons having knowledge of the case and certified by such Magistrate 
to have been made in his presence. 


(3) Except as provided in clauses (1) and (2) no alteration shall be made in 
any of the registers. 

1 '”i<iertakon by the Cantonment Board or bv 

Government the owner cr oooupior ( f every building or any part thereof, within 
Cantonment limits shall give all cantonment Board or Government employees free 
access to any biiildmg or any part thereof, a. the case may be, and all reasonable 
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facilities to carry out their work and shall also permit any such employee to fhhke 
on tho building or any part thereof, such marks as the Executive Officer may direct. 

18, V\iTienover any census is unaertaken by the Cantonment Board or by^ 
Government, tho oooupior of every building or any part thoroef, within cantonment 
limits shall, supply on demand to any officer or servant of the Cantonment Board or 
Government to the best of tho knowledge and ability, any information that may bo 
required with regard to himself, and all other occupants of the said biiUding. 

19. Punahy . — Any person committing a breach of any of these bye-laws shall, 
on conviction bo punishable with fine which 'may extend to one hundred rupeek 
and in the case of a continuing contravention, with ar additional fine which may 
artend to twenty rupeer for every day during which such contravention continnss 
after conviction for tho first such contravention.
